1. I am over the age of 18 years of age and am fully competent to make this 
declaration. I am a prosecution paralegal in the firm of Akin Gump Strauss Hauer & Feld 
LLP, the designated attorneys of record by Compaq Information Technologies Group, L.P. 
("CITG") in the above-identified patent application, as reflected by the Power of Attorney 
executed by Marcella Barboza, Patent Administrator for CITG, assignee of the interests of 
co-inventors Sompong Paul Olarig and Pamela M. Cook.
